La Follette Seditious Speech Circulated Not 
by Congressman Almon—But by His Oppo­ 
nent; Representative Exposes Political Meth­ 
ods of Scheming Opposition. ' 


TO THE CITIZENS OF EIGHTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT of ALABAMA: 
My attention has been called to the fact that my opponent and some of his support­ 
ers are charging me with circulating in the District the war speech of Senator La Fol­ 
lette, and that they are exhibiting a copy of the Congressional Record containing said 
speech with a reference to the page upon which it is printed with my compliments 
stamped on it. 
I remember that Mr. Henry J. Fusch, of Athens, Alabama, requested me to send 
him a copy of the speech of Senator La Follette and the reply of Senator John Sharp 
Williams. I did not have those speeches in pamphlet form so I sent him two copies of 
the Daily Congressional Record, one containing the speech of Senator Williams and the 
other the speech of Senator La Follette, and for his convenience marked on each copy 
the page upon which the speeches could be found. 
I have in my office a rubber stamp which reads: 
“Compliments of Ed. B. Almon, 
M. C. 8th Alabama District.” It is used on government publications sent out from my 
office, as is the general custom of members of congress, and it may be that it was stamped 
on those two copies of the Congressional Record. 
I have heard that Mr. Fusch says 
that he requested me to send him copies of these speeches, but he did not receive them. 
I remember distinctly sending them to him through the mail as requested but, of course, 
do not know why they did not reach him. 
I understand that my opponent and his supporters claim to have found three copies 
of the Congressional Record containing the La Follette speech. Since the beginning of 
the war I have received thousand: of letters requesting a great variety of government 
publications. Whether more than one of these requests was for the La Follette speech I 
do not remember, nor have I the time to go through all my files to find out. 
When a speech is printed in the Congressional Record which attracts considerable 
attention I frequently mark it on my office copy and sometimes send out a number of 
my office copies to a constituent who I think would be interested in reading the proceed­ 
ings of Congress, and it is possible that one or two copies containing the La Follette 
speech were sent out in this way. I DO NOT AND NEVER HAVE ENDORSED THE 
SENTIMENTS EXPRESSED IN THE LA FOLLETTE SPEECH AND DID NOT 
DISTRIBUTE IT IN THE DISTRICT. 
Any charge or insinuation that I circulated this speech in the District as represent­ 
ing my sentiments regarding the war is absolutely false and without foundation. 
But 
if I had mailed several thousand copies— which I did not— and if I had conspicuously 
marked the most nearly seditious utterances of La Follette so that they would not fail to 
attract attention— which I did not— if I had done both of these things, I would have done 
no more discreditable thing than those have done who seek by means of this speech to in­ 
jure me, for they have selected the most objectionable passages, 
passages appealing 
for sympathy for Germany— passages reflecting upon the policy of our great Govern- c 
ment— and they have spread them in large type over nearly a whole page regardless of 
the effect which their publication may have upon citizens who read them. 
This is no time for the publication of such disloyal declarations— cr^n though it be 
done for political purposes— but I have no fear of the effect of such unjust accusations 
in the face of my record as a loyal American citizen. 
That record will speak for itself. 
The people will not be deceived. In doing this disloyal thing my opponents have mere­ 
ly covered themselves with the mud which they have sought to throw at me. 
The flimsiness of their political methods in opposing me on the charge of disloyalty 
is evident when one remembers that the members of the so-called 'flying squadron’ who 
have taken the stump against me are none other than those who supported my oppo­ 
nent in the last campaign—when I was nominated by more than twenty-five hundred 
majority long before a war resolution was voted on or considered. 
The La Follette 
speech was so widely criticised and attracted such attention, that there was doubtless 
many loyal citizens throughout the country who desired to read it as it appeared in the 
Record, and THE FACT THAT I MAY HAVE MAILED TWO OR THREE COPIES 
OF THIS NOTORIOUS ADDRESS UPON REQUEST TO INTERESTED PERSONS 
IN THE DISTRICT REFLECTS NEITHER UPON THEIR LOYALTY OR MINE. 
My opponent complains that I printed and distributed my speech on the wr * resolu­ 
tion after the declaration of war. The time for debate on the war resolution was limit­ 
ed and most of the time was allotted to members of the committee on foreign and mili­ 
tary affairs. I, like many others, was not given an oportunity to speak, but was permit­ 
ted to print my speech in the Record, as did many other members, but under the stress 
of the times and the rush of work it was about ten days before I could have it printed. I 
prepared, had printed and circulated this speech in order that my constituents might 
know my views upon the question and upon what I based my vote, which I considered to 
be their right. 
The Congressional Record shows that no member of Congress has stood by the 
President in the prosecution of the war more faithfully and consistently than I have. 
More than one hundred times the vote has been taken in Congress for and against the 
war measures desired by the President and the Record shows that in every instance I 
have voted for them. 
It has fallen to the lot of the American soldier to defend the civilization of the 
world, and to rescue the helpless from the outrages of a barbaron» nation which knows 
no law save that of force. Our soldier boys are our greatest pride and our country can 
never hope to adequately repay the debt it owes them. 
My earnest efforts are being 
made and shall continue to be made on behalf of them and their dependente. NO NA­ 
TION IN HISTORY HAS EVER UNDERTAKEN A GREATER TASK THAN THAT 
WHICH CONFRONTS AMERICA IN THE WINNING OF THIS WAR, AND MY 
TIME AND EFFORTS WITHOUT RESERVE ARE AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE 
ADMINISTRATION AND OF MY CONSTITUENTS TO THIS GREAT END.

population of the large French cities 
has increased considerably since the 
beginning of the war. 
The inviting 
salaries to be gained in the war fac­ 
tories which have sprung up in every 
big town have attracted many peo­ 
ple from the country and abroad. 
Marseilles, which is the most im­ 
portant French port on the Mediter­ 
ranean, boasted a population of 600,- 
000 persons in 1914. 
A census of 
this city taken a few days ago gives 
the population as 947,000. 
Lyons, which has always been an 
important manufacturing centre, had 
a population of 523,796 at the out­ 
break of hostilities, 
it now lias a 
population of 740,000, 
exclusive 
©f 


the suburbs. 
Other large French towns have in­ 
creased 
correspondingly. 
Nantes 
now has a population of nearly 200,- 
000, whereas at the time of mibiliza- 
tion in 1914 there were only 170,535 
persons. 
The increase in the pdpu- 
lation at Nantes is due to the large 
number of refugees from the north 
that 
have 
made 
their 
temporary 
homes in this city. 
Havre, which has become the seat 
of the Belgian 
government, 
shows 
the most noticeable increase. 
Eighty 
thousand refugees have been sent to 
Havre during the last four 
years. 
'The city is terribly overcrowded and 
the American Red Cross, through its 
representative, - Commissioner Bick- 
nell, is engaged on a plan to relieve 
the congestioh.
